(1) FIRST SETTLED 
Streetsville was the first settled village in Peel County. Streetsville 
was surveyed in 1819 by Richard Bristol, with financial auysistance from 
Timothy Samuel Street.- From 1835-1855 Streetsville was the Queen of 
Peel County - the main business and cultural centre. 
(2) FIRST BRICK HOUSE 
The first brick house in Toronto Township was built on Main Street in 
Streetsville by Timothy Street in 1825. 
(3) FIRST STORE 
In 1821 John Barnhart started the first store and trading post dealing 
with both white men and Indians. 
(4) FIRST POST VFFICE 
_ The firet Post office in Streetsville was established on January 1, 1829 
under the postmastership of Israel Ransom, 
(S) FIRST SCHOOL 
The first school in Streetaville - a crude log cabin - was erected by 
the settlers in 1824, and served the community for a quarter of a century. 
(6) FIRST CHURCH 
It is understood that the first church (Presbyterian) was built in 1819 or 
1820 on what ie now Britannia Road East. 
(7) FIRST NEWSPAPER 
Streetsville had the first weekly newspaper (THE REVIEW) in Western 
Ontario between Toronto and Windsor. In 1846 The Weekly Review was 
started by John and Solomon Barnhart. In 1969 The Review is now 123 years 
old - and still going strong. 
(8) FIRST GRAMMAR SCHOOL 
Peel County’s first grammar school was erected in Streetsville in 1851.

“GHOST OF 
‘FAMILY COMPACT’ ” 
SAYS MARY FIX

Following Darcy McKeough’s ‘“‘proposal’’ 
for a regional government merging the coun- 
ties of Peel ard Halton, former Reeve of Tor- 
onto Township, Mary Fix stated thar history 
was repeating itself. | 

“At the beginning of the last century, we 
had York, Peel and Ontario Counties thrown 
together by Lt. Gov. Simcoe. This arrange- 
ment worked out so poorly that it ended in a 
rebellion led by William Lyon Mackenzie in 
1837."" The fight against the Family Com- 
pact (the small group who controlled the 
affairs of the “‘province’’ at that time) was 
won in 1857, causing the three counties 
to split in 1857 and form their own “Reg- 
ular Government’, 

Mrs. Fix believes that a government can 
become too remote from the people, in which 
case, democracy is lost and apathy ensues, 

“Tt has been said by much more learned 
people than myself that once apathy ensues, 
the volcano of violence is becoming activ- 
ated beneath the apparent quiet. 

‘Regional Government’, she added, “‘is a 
véry loosely thought out scheme, being im- 
posed from above on municipalities such as 
Mississauga and Brampton, which have be- 
come the leaders in Ontario in successful 
development. My feeling is that after 17 
years of carefully planned effort in resi- 
dential and industrial development to bring 
about a healthy growth, the rather CONFUS- 
ING proposals coming from on high, seem 
likely to disrupt for several years, that suc- 
cessful development.”’ 

To Mary Fix, a tireless, public servant 
for many years, this is merély another tier 
of government and her only criticism of the 
present state of affairs is that ‘‘we already 
have too much government, rather than too 
little.’’ 

“It appears to me that the Ghosts of the

From the reports on snowmobile accidents 
and fatalities that are arriving almost daily 
at the Ontario Safety League, one fact is obvious; 
a high percentage of these accidents occur while 
snowmobiles are being operated on public

with automobile s both parked and moving. 


The league claims there are two main reasons 


for this type of accident. Snowmobiles 


are 


designed for travel on snow which the skis and 
track of the machine can bite into making control 
comparatively easy and definite. On ice-covered 
or hard-packed snow surfaces found on most 
roadways where it is possible to operate a snow- 
mobile, these machines are very difficult to 
control in all aspects of their operation; stopping, 
turning, or even accelerating, and at higher 
speeds they become practically uncontrollable, 


This accounts for the number of snowmobiles 
‘which have run into parked cars, The second 
aspect of a snowmobile which makes it dang- 
erous [0 Operate on roadways where automobiles 
are travelling is ita size. It is difficult for a 
car driver to even see a snowmobile in many 
instances and therefore extremely dangerous 


for the snowmobiler. 


After considerable research on motorized snow 
vehicles and test driving them over the past 
five years, it is the considered opinion of the 
Ontario Safety League that snowmobiles should 
not be operated on public thoroughfares where a 
dangerous conflict could occur with automotive 


traffic.

The official signing of 
agreements last month be- 
tween five South Peel muni- 
cipalities and the Ontario 
Water Resources Commission 
has cleared the way for the 
development of a massive $88 
million water supply and 
sewage system in the area. 
The cost figure is estimated 
to cover the initial 20-year 
period of construction. The 
signing took place in the 
council chambers of the 
county of Peel in Brampton. 









The scheme — the largest 
ever undertaken by OWRC— 
will supply treated Lake On- 
tario water to the towns of 
Mississauga, Port Credit, 
Streetsville, Brampton and the 
southern portion of the town- 
ship of Chinguacousy and ac- 
cept sanitary sewage from 
each municipality for treat- 
ment and disposal. Local ser- 
vice will continue to be pro- 
vided to citizens of each 
municipality by their present 
water and sewage authorities. 



















The projects are being 
financed via a provincial plan, 













under which the municipali- 
ties will pay for the services 
on the basis of use only. 
OWRC will own and operate 
the systems on behalf of the 
Province of Ontario. 


The area to be serviced by 
the water supply and waste 
disposal plans covers some 





480 square miles 
from Oakville on the west to 
the Metropolitan Toronto 
boundary on the east and 
extending about 20 miles in- 
land from Lake Ontario.

Water supply will be facili- 


tated by an _ interconnected 
system of provincially owned 
reservoirs and pumping sta- 
tions. The initial source of 
supply will be the Lakeview 
Water Purification Plant, in 
Mississauga, but if conditions 
warrant, the plans include the 
construction of @ second fil- 
tration plant. 


Sewage will be conducted 
to two existing sewage treat- 
ment plants at Clarkson and 
Lakeview which will be en- 
larged in stages as required. 
OWRC operation and man- 
agement of the combined 
system will begin six months 
from the official signing date. 


Gore and Storrie Ltd., con- 
sulting engineers, and Cana- 
dian British Engineering Con- 
sultants Ltd., have been en- 
gaged as prime consultants 
to’ the Commission in the 
further development of the 
water works and sewage 
works programs, respectively. 
The direct administration of 
the project will involve an 
engineer-manager attached to 
Owrc.

Medical science has been able to produce cures for many desperate 
diseases, but the cure for the common cold is still elusive, according

to the Council on Family Health. 


What man’s ingenuity, effort, 
and expenditure of millions of 
dollars have been able to pro- 
duce, says the Council, are drugs 
and medicines to alleviate the 
symptoms. These can range from 
a minor aniffle and stuffed nose 
to a disabling illness similar to 
influenza. ies 

The adult with average good 
health can expect to be bothered 
by three or four colds a year, and 
children can expect to have even 
more. 

Although there is no curc, the 
common cold is no longer the deep 
mystery it was in the days of 
George Washington. It is known, 
for example, that colds can be 
caused by as many as 100 dif- 
ferent viruses. Fresh colds are 
known to be more contagious 
than older colds, and it is ex- 
pected that a cold will last from 
four to seven days. , 

The Council un Family Health 
suggests you treat a common cold 
with common sense. Start at the 
first cold symptoma, before they 
become more serious. Get suffi- 
cient aleep and plenty of rest. 

If the cold does not reapond to 
treatment after several days, and 
the patient seems to feel no bet- 
ter, the doctor should be con- 
sulted. As one doctor has stated, 
“all that sniffles is not a cold.” 


Cover coughs and sneezes to 
protect others. Keep all eating 





and drinking utensils separate 
from those of the reat of the fam- 
ily.
